Monday,  January  13th,  1890. 

According  to  law,  the  members- elect  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  Session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah,  convened  in  the  Representatives’  Hall,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  at  2  o’clock  p.  m. 

The  House  was  called  to  order  by  O.  F.  Whitney,  Esq., 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Session, 
who  stated  that  he  was  in  possession  of  a  list  of  the  mem- 
bers-elect,  certified  to  by  Hon.  Elijah  Sells,  Secretary  of  the 
Territory.  *

On  motion  of  Mr  Creer,  the  Hon.  the  Secretary  of  the 
Territory,  was  requested  to  administer  the  oath  to  the  mem- 
bers-elect 

Secretary  Sells  then  administered  the  following  oath: 

Territory  of  Utah,  } 

County  of  Salt  Lake,  j 

You  and  each  of  you  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm) 
that  you  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  will  faithfully  obey  the  laws  thereof,  and 
especially  will  obey  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  March 
22,  1882,  entitled:  “An  Act  to  amend  Section  5352  of  the 
Revised  Statues  of  the  United  States  in  reference  to  bigamy 
and  for  other  purposes,”  and  that  }7ou  will  also  obey  the 
Act  of  Congress  of  March  3,  1887,  entitled,  “An  Act  to 
amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  amend  Section  5352  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  in  reference  to  bigamy 
and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  22,  1882,”  in 
respect  of  the  crimes  in  said  Act  defined  and  forbidden,  and 
that  you  will  not  directle  or  indirectly  aid  or  abet,  counsel 
or  advise  any  other  person  to  commit  any  of  said  crimes  de¬ 
fined  by  acts  of  Congress  as  polygamy,  bigamy,  unlawful 
cohabitation,  incest,  adultery  and  fornication,  and  you  fur¬ 
ther  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  are  not  a  bigamist  or  polyg¬ 
amist,  and  that  you  have  not  been  convicted  of  any  crime 
under  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend 
Section  5352  of  the  Revised  Statues  of  the  United  State 
in  reference  to  bigamy,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved 
March  22,  1882,  nor  under  the  Act  amendatory  thereof,  of 
March  3,  1887,  and  that  .you  do  not  associate  or  cohabit 
polygamously  with  persons  of  the  other  sex;  and  you  fur¬ 
ther  swear  that  •you  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of 
the  office  upon  which  you  are  about  to  enter,  viz:  members 
of  the  twenty-ninth  regular  session  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah. 

Mr.  Hammond  moved  that  the  House  proceed  to  effect 
a  permanent  organization. 

Carried. 

Mr.  Thurman  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  James 
Sharp  as  Speaker  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Kimball  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  C.  E. 
Allen  as  Speaker. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Sharp,  the  chair  was  authorized  to 
appoint  two  tellers  to  count  the  votes  for  Speaker. 

The  chair  appointed  as  tellers  Messrs.  Thurman  and 
Kimball . 

Voting  was  proceeded  with,  and  the  result  was  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  Hon.  James  Sharp,  by  a  vote  of  15  to  5 . 

Mr.  Sharp  was  declared  elected  Speaker  of  the  House. 
The  oath  was  administered  to  the  Speaker  by  the  Hon. 
Secretary. 

Mr.  Sharp,  on  taking  the  chair,  accepted  the  honor  con¬ 
ferred  in  an  appropriate  speech. 

Mr  Hammond  nominated  Robert  S.  Campell,  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  as  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Pierce  nominated  Ralph  E.  Hoag,  as  Chief  Clerk 
of  the  House. 

Voting  was  proceeded  with,  and  resulted  in  the  election 
of  Robert  S  Campbell,  as  Chief  Clerk  by  a  vote  of  15  to  6. 

Mr.  Allen  nominated  Joseph  M.  Cohen,  of  Summit 
County,  for  Engrossing  and  Enrolling  Clerk. 

Mr.  Creer  nominated  John  Boyden,  of  Summit  County, 
for  Engrossing  and  Enrolling  Clerk. 

John  Boyden  was  elected  to  that  office  bv  a  vote  of  15 

to  6. 

Mr.  Williams  nominated  J.  W.  McNutt,  of  Weber 
County ,  as  Sergeant- at- A  rms. 

Mr  Howell  nominated  Hadley  D.  Johnson,  ot  Salt 
Lake  County,  for  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

The  result  of  the  voting  was  the  election  of  Mr.  John¬ 
son  by  a  vote  of  15  to  6. 

Mr.  Robison  placed  in  nomination  for  Watchman, 
William  P.  Payne,  of  Millard  Couhty. 

Mr.  Payne  was  unanimously  elected. 

Mr.  Wood  nominated  W.  C.  A.  Smoot,  Jr.,  of  Utah 
County,  for  Messenger. 

Mr.  Smoot  was  unanimously  elected. 

Mr.  Stewart  nominated  .T.  H.  Maughan,  of  Cache 
County,  for  Chaplain. 

•  Mr  -lien  placed  in  nomination  for  Chaplain,  Rev.  W. 
P.  N.  Daly,  of  Juab  County. 

J.  H.  Maughan  was  elected  Chaplain  by  a  voted  of  15 

to  6. 

.  The  Hon.  Secretary  administered  the  oath  to  mem¬ 
bers- elect  Porter  and  Lund,  and  subsequently  to  the  En- 
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grossing  and  Enrolling  Clerk,  Sergeant-at- Arms,  Watch¬ 
man,  Messenger  and  Chaplain. 

The  Chaplain  offered  prayer. 

Mr.  Allen  presented  the  following  resolution: 

House  Resolution  No.  I  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  House  now  proceed  to  assign  seats  to 
members  by  lot,  provided  that  members  who  have  served 
three  or  more  terms  in  this  House,  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  selecting  their  seats  before  lots  are  drawn  by  other 
members. 

Mr.  Creer  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  so  as 
to  read  “two  or  more,”  etc.,  in  lieu  of  “three  or  more,”  etc. 
Amendment  lost. 

Resolution  adopted. 

The  drawing  for  seats  having  been  concluded,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  messages  from  the  Council  were  received  and  read  :

Resolved ,  By  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Utih,that  each  House  is  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  elect  a  minute  clerk  to  Sf  rve  during  the  present  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Legislature,  at  a  compensation  ct  $5.00  per  day, 
and  that  the  Governor  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  messenger 
for  the  executive  department  to  serve  during  the  session  at 
a  compensation  of  $4.00  per  day.  Said  sums  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  Territorial  Treasury.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kimball,  the  Speaker  was  authorized 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  two  on  behalf  of  the  House,  to 
act  in  conjunction  with  the  committee  of  the  Council,  to 
wait  upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  notify  him 
that  the  Assembly  had  effected  a  permanent  organization, 
and  were  now  ready  to  receive  any  communicati  n  lie 
might  desire  to  make. 
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The  Speaker  named  as  said  committee  Messrs  Kim¬ 
ball  and  Thurman. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  by  Mr.  Allen:

Resolved,  The  Council  concurring,  that  one  hundred 
copies  of  the  daily  minutes  of  each  House,  and  two  hund¬ 
red  copies  of  the  names  and  residences  of  officers  and  mem¬ 
bers,  with  the  standing  committees,  be  printed  for  the  use 
of  the  members  of  the  Assembly.

Mr.  Hammond  presented  the  following  resolution: 

H.  R.  No.  2: 

Resolved,  That  until  otherwise  ordered,  the  standing 
rules  of  the  House  of  the  Twenty-eight  Session  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  this  House, 
and  that  three  hundred  copies  of  the  same  be  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  members.

President  Richards  requested  the  joint  committee  of 
the  two  houses  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  state  to  him  that  the  Assembly  was  in  readines  to  re¬ 
ceive  him. 

Governor  Arthur  L.  Thomas  was  then  announced.  The 
Assembly  received  him  standing.  Being  introduced  by  the 
President  of  the  Council,  His  Excellency  delivered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  message: 

Executive  Office, 

Salt  Lake  City,  Jaij.  13th,  1890. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly: 

On  behalf  of  the  people,  I  welcome  you  to  the  performance 
of  the  important  duties  imposed  upon  you  by  law,  and,  in 
referring  to  matters  which  I  shall  present  to  you,  shall  be  as 
brief  as  possible. 

REPORTS  OF  TERRITORIAL  OFFICERS. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Territorial  Trea¬ 
surer  (marked  Exhibit  “A”)  and  the  report  of  the  Territorial 
Auditor  (marked  Exhibit  “B”)  for  your  information 

PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

I  have  not  been  advised  of  the  needs  of  the  Deseret  Uni- 
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versity,  and  can  therefore  do  no  more  than  bespeak  for  it  your 
favorable  consideration. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Insane  Asylum,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Reform  School  and  of  the  Agricultural  College,  and  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Capitol  Grounds,  will  submit 
detailed  reports  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  from  which  you 
will  learn  what  has  been  done  by  them  respectively  during 
the  past  two  years.  I  shall  only  refer  to  them  in  a  general  way. 

The  condition  of  the  Insane  Asylum  is  deplorable.  The  in¬ 
mates,  afflicted  with  the  saddest  type  of  human  suffering,  are 
crowded  together  in  the  rooms,  halls,  anterooms  and  by-ways 
of  the  institution.  The  officers  and  attendants  are  compelled 
to  perform  their  duties,  in  rooms  illy  provided  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  I  urge  immediate  action  looking  to  the  enlargement  of 
the  present  building.  The  Asylum  should  be  made  the  fore¬ 
most  benevolent  institution  of  the  Territory. 

The  Agricultural  College  is  an  institution  that  ought  to 
prove  valuable  to  the  agricultural  class.  This  important  class 
of  our  population  has  derived  but  little  benefit  from  public 
appropriations,  and  if  the  college  can  be  made  of  use  and 
benefit  to  them,  it  should  be  done.  You  are  the  immediate 
representatives  of  the  people,  and  will  have  to  decide  how  far 
you  can  go  in  supporting  this  important  institution. 

The  Reform  School  has  been  formally  opened  and  is  now 
in  active- operation.  The  necessary  appropriations  should  be 
made  to  enable  it  to  be  successfully  conducted  during  the  next 
two  years. 

The  board  of  Capitol  Commissioners  have  improved  the 
grounds  donated  by  the  City  of  Salt  Lake  to  the  Territory, 
upon  which  to  erect  the  proposed  Capitol  building.  I  believe 
it  would  be  wise  and  prudent  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to 
erect  a  wing  that  will  supply  the  present  needs  of  the  Territory, 
and  shall  be  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  to  co-operate  with 
you  in  this  matter. 

The  action  of  the  last  Legislative  Assembly,  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  selection  of  the  directors  of  the  Deseret  Agricultural 
&  Manufacturing  Society,  has  virtually  made  the  Association 
a  Territorial  institution.  During  the  years  1888  and  1889 
successful  fairs  were  held,  and  the  exhibits  made  were  in  the 
highest  degree  creditable.  Considering  the  limited  means  at 
the  disposal  of  the  directors,  these  fairs  have  been  remarkably 
successful. 
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These  annual  fairs  do  much  to  bring  the  people  together 
and  encourage  a  friendly  rivalry  among  the  industrial  classes. 
The  experience  of  the  past  two  years  has  shown  that  the 
present  building  is  entirely  too  small  for  the  purpose.  The 
building  should  be  completed  according  to  the  original  plans 
adopted  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  should  be  supplemented 
by  other  buildings  which  are  much  needed  by  exhibitors. 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  idea  of  establishing  in 
the  Exposition  Building  a  Territorial  museum,  where  the 
many  objects  of  interest  which  annually  come  to  our  notice  in 
the  Territory  may  be  preserved,  and  where  may  gathered 
a  museum  that  will  grow  in  interest  with  each  succeeding 
year. 

The  Territorial  Library  as  at  present  conducted  practically 
nullifies  the  purpose  of  the  law  which  created  it.  It  should 
be  moved  back  to  a  central  part  of  the  city,  and  sufficient 
appropriation  be  made  for  its  maintenance  and  support,  in¬ 
cluding  the  publishing  of  annual  reports  for  purposes  of  ex¬ 
change  with  other  States  and  Territories. 

THE  CRIMINAL  CODE. 

I  append  to  this  message  a  letter  from  the  United  States 
District  Attorney  (marked  Exhibit  “C”)  recommending  certain 
amendments  to  the  criminal  code,  which  I  submit  for  your 
consideration,  with  a  recommendation  that  they  be  adopted. 

HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

The  law  establishing  the  Reform  School  provides  that 
when  a  boy  or  girl  under  the  age  of  eighteen  shall  be  convicted 
of  any  crime,  except  murder,  they  may  be  sent  to  the  Reform 
School.  There  is  no  provision  made  in  the  law  for  boys  and 
girls  of  similar  age  who,  though  not  convicted  of  any  crime, 
are  incorrigible  and  refuse  to  be  governed  by  parental  restraint. 
Numerous  instances  have  transpired  showing  the  necessity  of 
providing  a  refuge  for  such  children  before  they  are  led  into 
the  commission  of  crime.  I  believe  it  to  be  just  as  important, 
indeed  of  greater  importance,  to  society,  to  reform  wayward 
youths  if  it  can  be  done  before  they  have  incurred  the  disgrace 
of  a  conviction  for  crime.  I  therefore  recommend  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  House  of  Correction  for  boys  and  girls  under  the 
age  of  eighteen,  whose  conduct  may  be  such  as  require  them 
to  be  placed  there. 
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THE  BANKING  LAW. 

The  present  banking  law,  Section  22,  imposes  certain 
restrictions  with  respect  to  the  loaning  of  money  to  officers  of 
a  bank,  and  provides  that  the  office  of  any  officer  violating 
the  law  shall  immediately  become  vacant. 

The  amopnt  which  any  one  officer  may  borrow  is  limited 
to  $10  000.  In  the  case  of  the  incorporation  of  a  bank  with  a 
capital  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  three  officers  may  ex¬ 
haust  the  entire  capital.  I  recommend  that  the  amount  which 
may  be  loaned  to  the  officers  of  a  bank  be  limited  to  one-tenth 
of  the  capital  subscribed,  or  to  such  percentage  of  the  capital 
as  you  may  think  proper. 

Section  25  directs  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  to  make  a 
thorough  examination  into  the  affairs  of  banking  associations. 
There  is  an  implied  responsibility  resting  on  the  examiner  to 
carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  law,  without  giving  him  the  nec¬ 
essary  power  to  do  so.  In  case  he  shall  find  a  bank  becoming 
insolvent,  he  has  no  power  to  compel  the  officers  or  stockholders 
to  take  such  steps  as  will  put  it  in  a  solvent  condition,  or  to 
close  the  bank  if  they  fail  to  respond. 

I  recommend  that  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  examiner 
be  accurately  defined,  and  if  he  is  to  be  the  public  agent  in 
such  matters  that  his  authority  to  examine  everything  con¬ 
nected  with  the  business  of  the  bank  be  made  clear  and  explic¬ 
it.  The  law  should  require  every  bank  to  keep  a  certain  per¬ 
centage  of  the  desposits  available.  Under  the  present  law 
there  is  no  obligation  to  hold  any  part  of  the  deposits  in 
reserve. 

PAYMENT  OF  INTEREST  BY  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS. 

During  the  past  two  years  nearly  seven  thousand  dollars 
have  been  paid  by  public  institutions  in  this  Territory  as  inter¬ 
est  on  money  borrowed,  or  warrants  discounted.  This  was 
necessary  to  be  done  in  some  cases  to  enable  the  institutions  to 
carry  on  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  created.  In  every 
case  the  appropriations  made  for  the  use  and  maintenance  of 
these  institutions  was  ample  for  the  purpose,  but  it  was  found 
when  the  warrants  were  presented  to  the  Territorial 
Treasurer  he  had  no  money  to  pay  them.  I  respectfully  sub¬ 
mit  that  a  fiscal  policy  which  makes  it  necessary  for  public 
institutions  to  discount  the  Territorial  warrants  is  defective, 
and  recommend  an  immediate  change.  I  can  find  no  author- 
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ity  in  the  statutes  for  the  payment  of  interest  by  these  institu¬ 
tions  from  the  public  funds. 

RATE  OF  INTEREST. 

Under  the  present  law  the  legal  rate  of  interest  is  10  per 
cent.  The  City  of  Salt  Lake  and  the  Territory  of  Utah  have 
been  able  to  place  their  bonds  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent.  Under 
the  circumstances  it  seems  to  me  that  the  rate  now  fixed  bylaw 
should  be  reduced  to  6  per  cent,  and  I  so  recommend. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  PROPERTY. 

The  revenue  law  provides  that  property  other  than  money 
shall  be  assessed  at  a  fair  cash  valuation.  The  fact  is,  this 
requirement  of  the  law  has  been  practically  ignored.  I  am  of 
the  opinion  the  fault  is  in  the  administration  of  the  law  by  the 
local  officers.  • 

The  assessors  have  made  the  assessment  upon  an  arbitrary 
basis  fixed  by  themselves,  or  which  they  think  will  be  about 
the  standard  fixed  in  other  counties,  and  thus  the  taxes  are  not 
laid  upon  the  fair  cash  value  of  the  property  taxed,  nor  is  the 
assessment  thereupon  uniform  and  equal  The  law  should  be 
administered  according  to  its  terms,  and  the  power  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  amount  of  revenue  necessary  should  be  left  to  the 
Legislative  Assembly  where  it  belongs. 

Whether  justly  or  not,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  but  there 
exists  among  many  the  belief  that  the  present  law,  or  the  way 
in  which  it  is  enforced,  does  not  permit  of  a  close  and  correct 
assessment  of  taxable  property;  that  in  the  larger  counties  of 
the  Territory  it  is  practically  impossible  for  one  man  to  make 
a  correct  return  of  all  the  taxable  property.  The  assessor 
should  be  directed  to  appoint  a  deputy  in  each  precinct  per¬ 
sons  of  discretion,  intelligence  and  integrity,  acquainted  with 
the  residence  and  familiar  with  the  property  of  their  respective 
precincts.  To  the  undervaluation  of  property  and  to  the 
amounts  that  never  reach  the  tax  books  at  all  is  largely  due 
the  fact  of  the  tieasurer  not  being  able  to  pay  warrants  when 
they  are  presented  to  him.  An  assessment  of  all  classes  of 
properties  at  a  fair  valuation  is  the  most  practicable  way  of 
securing  equalization. 

There  is  also  a  belief  that  corporate  and  accumulated 
wealth  is  not  fairly  assessed  and,  therefore,  does  not  meet  its 
just  share  of  the  public  burdens. 

I  suggest  such  amendments  to  the  law  as  will  secure  a 
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perfectly  just  and  equitable  assessment,  and  that  in  cities  the 
assessment  be  made  by  blocks,  and  in  townships  by  sections. 

BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  a  Board 
of  Equalization  was  created  for  the  years  1888  and  1889.  It 
was  charged  with  the  duty  of  equalizing  the  different  standards 
of  value,  which  had  been  adopted  by  the  assessors  in  the 
counties.  In  my  judgment  a  law  should  be  passed  providing 
for  a  Board  of  Equalization  to  consist  of  five,  seven  or  more 
persons  as  the  Legislature  may  deem  proper,  who  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed  and  qualified.  I  believe  the  attention  of  the  people 
has  been  directed  to  the  necessity  of  action  in  this  matter. 
They  are  anxious  that  the  burdens  of  Government  shall  be 
fairly  distributed. 

STATISTICS.  • 

I  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  creating  a  bureau  of 
statistics.  At  the  present  time  federal,  territorial,  county  and 
municipal  officers,  and  men  of  every  class  and  calling,  are 
constantly  called  upon  to  furnish  statistical  information  with 
respect  to  the  Territory  and  its  people,  which  ought  to  be 
supplied  by  a  bureau  specially  created  for  the  purpose.  Nearly 
all  the  statistics  furnished  now  are  gathered  at  private  ex¬ 
pense.  Our  Territorv  is  rapidly  growing  in  wealth  and  popu¬ 
lation,  and  we  ought  to  feel  a  just  pride  in  securing  and  pre¬ 
serving,  in  enduring  form,  the  information  which  will  enable 
the  world  to  judge  us  correctly,  and  which  will  prove  valuable 
in  the  future.  This  bureau  should  also  be  charged  with  the 
duty  of  gauging  our  streams,  say  semi-monthly,  in  order  to 
determine  the  proper  distribution  of  water  ;  with  the  measure¬ 
ment  of  snow  in  the  mountains  in  winter,  to  warn  the 
farmer  of  probable  scarcity  of  floods  in  the  spring-time,  and 
the  approximate  amount,  and  with  making  tests  of  evapora¬ 
tion,  rainfall,  and  temperature  in  all  important  localities.  All 
of  this  information  will  be  of  great  interest  to  the  agricultural 
class,  and  hence  the  people  of  the  Territory. 

GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

I  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  importance  of  a 
geological  survey  of  the  Territory.  There  is  a  widespread 
opinion  that  a  survey  which  would  accurately  show  the  extent 
and  character  of  our  varied  resources  would  prove  of  great 
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benefit,  and  would  aid  materially  in  promoting  the  prosperity 
of  the  Territory. 

We  need  information  respecting  our  mineral  lands, 
industrial  resources;  our  soils  should  be  analyzed,  and  we 
should  experiment  with  our  structural  materials;  in  short,  we 
,,  ought  to  get  better  acquainted  with  the  Territory  in  which  we 
live. 

1  FREE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

!  I  can  present  no  subject  for  your  consideration  of  greater 
importance  than  the  condition  of  the  public  schools  through¬ 
out  the  Territory.  It  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  Territory  to 
1  give  to  every  child  the  opportunity  of  receiving  a  free  public 
1  education. 

This  is  denied  by 'the  existing  school  laws.  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  you  enact  such  legislation  as  will  lay  the 
foundation  of  a  system  of  education  that  will  progress  until 
the  highest  standard  is  reached.  You  will  serve  your  Terri  - 
i  tory  well  by  so  doing. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  highway  law  authorizes  the  county  courts  to  main¬ 
tain  and  work  such  public  highways  as  are  necessary  for 
public  convenience.  As  a  rule  the  highways  throughout  tjre 
(  Territory  are  not  in  good  condition.  I  believe  that  smooth, 
i  easy  traveled  roads  are  of  substantial  benefit,  and  that  money 
expended  in  making  them  so  is  wisely  spent.  If  the  present 
laws  are  not  adequate,  or  if  the  funds  which  the  courts  are 
authorized  to  use  are  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  I  recom¬ 
mend  such  legislation  as  will  meet  the  case,  and  suggest  the 
appointment  of  precinct  roadmasters. 

IRRIGATION. 

The  subject  of  irrigation  and  the  water  supply  is  a  matter 
of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  Territory.  I  urge 
]  the  enactment  of  a  broad  and  comprehensive  law  with  relation 
to  the  use  of  water  in  irrigation,  and  the  storage  and  preserva¬ 
tion  of  the  water  supply.  This  question  is  a  vital  one,  and  is 
worthy  of  enlightened  consideration. 

PROBATE  JUDGES. 

'  The  Probate  Judges  of  the  Territory  are  required  to  per¬ 
form  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  for  which  the  statutes 
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provides  no  compensation.  In  some  of  the  counties  the  per¬ 
formance  of  these  duties  is  a  matter  of  daily  occurrence.  I 
recommend  such  a  change  in  the  law  as  will  secure  them  ade¬ 
quate  compensation. 

WORLD’S  FAIR. 

I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  collecting  a  com¬ 
plete  exhibit  for  the  World’s  Fair  to  be  held  in  1892,  of  all 
the  natural  and  artificial  products  of  the  Territory,  such  as 
minerals,  flora,  fauna,  agricultural  and  horticultural  products 
and  manufactures  of  every  kind. 

FISH  AND  GAME  LAW. 

I  am  informed  by  reliable  authority  that  large  quantities 
of  native  trout,  destroyed  by  the  use  of  dynamite,  giant 
powder,  quick  lime,  etc.,  are  exported  to  eastern  markets. 
Such  agencies  destroy  fish  of  every  age  and  size  within  their 
reach,  and  will  ultimately  destroy  our  trout  supply.  I  recom¬ 
mend  that  county  courts  be  authorized  to  offer  suitable  re¬ 
wards  for  information  that  will  lead  to  the  arrest  and  con¬ 
viction  of  persons  guilty  of  violating  the  fish  and  game  laws! 
Colorado  and  other  States  prohibit  the  exportation  of  fish 
caught  in  their  public  waters.  I  recommend  such  a  law  for 
Utah.  I  also  recommend  a  law  confiscating  the  seines,  boats,  | 
etc.,  belonging  to  or  in  the  possession  of  persons  unlawfully 
taking  fish;  that  persons  and  companies  owning  ditches,  mill 
races,  canals,  etc.,  should  be  made  to  put  and  maintain  suit¬ 
able  and  serviceable  screens  to  prevent  the  fish  from  descend-  J 
or  ascending  such  watercourses.  They  should  be  also  made 
to  build  the  necessary  fish  ways  by  law  defined.  This  I  be¬ 
lieve  has  been  totally  neglected.  Almost  every  State  and 
Territorj^  in  the  Union  has  a  public  hatchway,  breeding, 
ponds  and  fish  commissioner.  I  recommend  that  you  enact 
laws  providing  for  them. 

Some  provision  should  also  be  made  to  protect  the  young 
fry  placed  in  our  waters  by  the  general  government,  and  j 
feathered  game  which  may  be  imported  into  the  Territory. 

PARDON  BOARD  ADVISORY.  j 

There  are  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  applications  for  j 
pardon  pending  before  the  Governor  at  the  present  time.  j 
These  applications  are  supported  by  statements  made  by  par-  j 
ties  interested  in  favorable  action,  there  being  no  other  infer 
mation  furnished  to  him.  The  Governor  must  in  his 

i 

j

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action  be  governed  by  the  ex-parte  statements  made.  I 
believe  it  would  be  better  for  the  public  interests  if  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  should  be  authorized  by  law  to  appoint  a  board  of  three 
persons,  who  should  be  authorized  to  meet  once  a  month,  or 
as  often  as  the  legislature  may  determine,  to  examine  into  the 
merits  of  all  applications  for  pardon,  and  to  report  their  con¬ 
clusions  to  the  Governor  for  his  information. 

FEES  OF  JURORS  AND  WITNESSES. 

The  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  jurors  and  witnesses 
(serving  in  Territorial  cases  was  exhausted  nearly  four 
months  ago  It  is  not  just  to  persons  called  to  serve  in  this 
public  capacity  to  be  deprived  of  the  limited  compensation 
allowed  them  by  law.  I  recommend  a  sufficient  appropria¬ 
tion  be  made  to  meet  such  demands  upon  the  Teritory. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  right  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  officers,  other  than 
|  township,  district  and  county  officers,  has  been  in  dispute 
since  December  8,  1862,  when  the  Governor  in  his  message  to 
the  Legislative  Assembty,  used  the  following  language :  “I 
cannot  arrive  at  any  other  conclusion  in  the  examination  of 
that  act  (organic  act)  than  that  the  officers  not  included  in  the 
first  class  (township,  district  and  county  officers)  must  be 
appointed  by  ihe  Governor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  cannot  be  elected  by  oint 
ballot  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.”  The  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  has  finally  settled  this  vexed  question. 

ARBOR  DAY  AND  FOREST  FIRES. 

In  most  of  the  States  and  Territories,  a  day  has  been 
designated  by  law  as  “  Arbor  Day,”  at  which  time  trees  are 
planted  by  the  people  generally.  In  this  arid  region  the  value 
of  trees  cannot  be  over-estimated,  and  their  planting  should 
jbe  encouraged.  I  think  the  people  would  welcome  an  Arbor 
Day.  In  this  connection  your  attention  is  called  to  the  forest 
fires,  which  ravage  our  mountains  in  the  summer  season.  If 
some  provision  could  be  made  for  extinguishing  these 
fires,  as  soon  as  they  are  discovered,  if  possible,  it  would  save 
much  valuable  timber,  and  help  to  preserve  the  water  supply. 

MEMORIALS  TO  CONGRESS. 

I  recommend  that  you  memorialize  Congress  upon  the 
following  subjects  : 
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First — The  proposed  removal  of  the  Durango  Utes  to 
Southeastern  Utah  without  regard  to  the  rights  of  settlers; 

Second — The  erection  of  a  federal  building  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah  ;  and 

Third — The  establishment  of  a  branch  mint  in  Utah. 
The  question  of  building  a  mint  at  some  point  in  the  west  is 
now  being  agitated.  Utah  is  the  centre  of  a  great  mineral 
region,  the  greatest  in  the  country,  and  an  effort  to  secure  the 
mint  for  Utah  may  be  successful. 

HASTY  LEGISLATION. 

That  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding,  I  now  respect¬ 
fully  state  that  any  important  acts  which  may  be  sent  to  me 
within  three  days  before  the  close  of  the  session  will  not  be 
considered  unless  my  table  is  clear  of  other  matters.  I  expect 
to  examine  every  act  personally,  and  shall  require  time  to  do 
so. 

THE  SITUATION. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Territory  has  been  wonder¬ 
fully  prosperous.  With  the  exception  of  two  or  three  periods 
of  temporary  depression,  the  tide  of  prosperity  which  com¬ 
menced  to  rise  in  1882  has  continued  to  swell,  and  we  are  now 
riding  on  the  crest  with  the  high  water  mark  still  beyond. 

The  influence  of  this  prosperity  has  not  yet  reached  into 
every  portion  of  the  Territory,  and  its  inspiring  influence  has 
not  been  felt  by  all  the  people.  If  Utah  shall  be  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  in  full  measure  the  benefits  which  should 
accompany  the  prosperity  and  which  flow  from  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  industrial* pursuits,  it  will  present  to  the  world  the 
picture  of  a  prosperous  and  busy  people,  and  consequently  a 
happy  and  contented  people.  In  this  connection  the  shadow  j 
of  unhappy  differences  which  have  existed  between  the  gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  people  of  Utah  looms  up  before  us.  The  ! 
absence  of  the  degree  of  political  harmony  which  exists  \ 
between  the  people  of  this  Territory  and  the  people  of  the  j 
United  States  has  led  Congress  to  enact,  from  time  to  time,  laws  1 
withdrawing  from  the  people  of  the  Territory  the  full  measure  j 
of  self-government  usually  accorded  to  the  people  of  a  Terri-  j 
tory.  These  laws  are  supreme  within  their  scope  and  demand 
the  support,  respect  and  obedience  of  every  citizen.  It  can-  } 
not  be  denied  that  exceptional  conditions  in  this  Territory  j 
demanded  these  laws,  and  we  may  expect  that  their  permanency  .  i 
will  depend  largely  (perhaps  wholly)  upon  the  permanency  of  j 
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the  conditions  which  called  them  into  existence.  Whatever 
doubts  may  have  existed  as  to  the  supremacy  or  obligation  of 
these  laws,  they  have  been  removed  by  decisions  of  the  higher 
court  of  the  country,  and  no  citizen  can  now  be  misled  as  to  his 
duty  or  obligations.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Territory  has 
been  greatly  retarded  in  development  by  its  unhappy  relation 
to  the  general  government  and  to  the  people  of  the  country. 

It  is  now  attracting  wide  attention  on  account  of  its  su¬ 
perior  climate  and  great  resources,  and  we  shall  render  it  a 
valuable  service  if  the  legislation  in  which  we  shall  concur 
shall  tend  to  put  and  maintain  the  Territory  and  its  people  in 
harmony  with  national  laws  and  aims,  and  in  accord  with  the 
spirit  and  progress  of  the  age.  If  we  can  succeed  in  doing 
this  we  shall  best  promote  the  interests  of  the  whole  people 
and  hold  out  additional  inducements  for  an  increase  of  our 
population  and  wealth  to  those  seeking  new  homes,  and 
the  benefit  of  a  superior  climate. 

There  are  many  other  subjects  which  will  have  to  be 
considered  by  you,  such  as  amendments  to  the  Probate  Act, 
the  law  for  the  impounding  of  animals,  etc.,  which  it  is  hardly 
necessary  to  mention  here.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  the  school  fund  is  gradually  over¬ 
drawing  the  amount  realized  from  school  tax  at  the  expense  of  the 
Territory.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  laws  be  so  amended  as 
to  restrict  the  disbursement  within  the  amount  realized  from  the  3  mill 
tax.  As  the  law  now  stands  and  as  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past  few 
years,  the  Commissioner  allots  the  whole  amount  of  taxes  without  allow¬ 
ing  anything  for  remittances  and  losses  from  various  causes.  I  would 
therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  prevent 
the  schools  from  using  other  than  the  school  tax.

To  The  Governor : 

In  view  of  the  sitting  of  the  Legislature  at  an  early  day,  I 
have  deemed  it  advisable  to  direct  your  attention  to  some  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  penal  code,  which  it  would  seem,  require  consid¬ 
eration,  and  perhaps  amendment. 

The  pressure  of  public  and  professional  duties,  has  pre¬ 
vented  me  from  giving  the  matter  the  attention  it  deserves, 
and  I  am  therefore  only  able  to  point  out  some  specific  pro-  1 
visions  defining  certain  offences  and  providing  penalties.  The  | 
references  herein  are  made  to  Vol.  2,  compiled  laws,  1888. 

Your  attention  is  directed  first,  to  the  crimes  of  robbery, 
grand  larceny,  burglary,  counterfeiting  and  forgery,  pages 
583,  622,  617,  621,  619  and  Sections  4469,  4644,  4622,  4637, 
4638,  4631.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  penalties  for  these  offen¬ 
ces  are  the  same  —  i.  e.  from  one  to  ten  years  imprisonment.  .j 

In  my  judgment,  a  distinction  should  be  made  between 
these  offences.  Robbery  is  always  attended  with  menace  or  j 
violence  to  the  person,  and  burglary  may  include  this  element. 
The  perpetration  of  either  of  these  crimes, indicates  of  necessity 
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a  physical  courage  and  reckless  disregard  of  consequences  in 
the  offender,  which  make  him  a  very  dangerous  enemy  to  so¬ 
ciety.  He  executes  his  design  prepared  and  determined  to 
wound  or  slay  the  citizen  if  occasion  requires.  Therefore,  the 
I  penalties  imposed  for  the  commission  of  such  crimes,  should 
be  proportionate  to  their  magnitude,  and  as  severe  as  is  consist¬ 
ent  with  humanity.  Certainly  they  should  not  be  the  same  as 
those  for  larceny,  which  is  not  attended  in  its  execution  with 
violence  and  danger  to  human  life. 

Counterfeiting  and  forgery,  are  crimes  of  great  magnitude. 
Their  successful  accomplishment  require  abilities  of  an  unusual 
and  high  order,  together  with  a  skill  acquired  only  by  years  of 
j;  special  training  and  study.  The  rewards  to  the  successful  crimi¬ 
nal,  are  prospectively  great,  and  the  risk  of  detection  corespond- 
ingly  small.  The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  detection  and  punish¬ 
ment  are  so  great  that  an  inviting  field  for  operation  is  present¬ 
ed  to  those  having  the  requisite  skill,  adress  and  nerve. 

Forgery  is  justly  viewd  as  crime  of  great  magnitude,  and 
the  laws  for  its  repression, are  very  severe  in  all  civilized  States. 
The  penalties  provided  in  this  Territory  are  insufficient,  and 
the  legislature  should  remove  it  from  the  class  of  larceny. 

Second,  murder,  page  579  Section  4455.  The  law  divides 
this  offence  into  degrees,  but  in  its  imposition  of  penalties,  is 
strangely  at  variance  with  well  digested  systems  of  legislation 
on  the  subject. 

Thus:  voluntary  manslaughter  is  punishable  by  imprison¬ 
ment  for  ta  term  not  exceding  five  years ;  murder  in  the 
second  degree  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
fifteen  years;  and  murder  in  the  first  degree,  by  death  or  im¬ 
prisonment  for  life. 

In  my  judgment,  the  difference  between  the  degrees  in 
murder,  does  not  warrant  such  a  difference  in  the  penalties. 
In  the  progressive  crimes  of  felonious  homicide,  the  minimum 
penalty  for  one,  should  begin  with  the  maximum  for  the  less 
offence.  That  is  to  say,  the  minimum  penalty  for  murder 
in  the  second  degree  should  begin  with  the  maximum  penalty 
voluntary  manslaughter,  and  should  extend  to  imprisonment 
for  life,  or  at  least,  for  a  long  term  of  years.  The  alarming 
increase  of  this  class  of  crimes  in  our  territory  of  late,  seems 
to  requir  special  attention  to  this  subject.  I  think  the  penalty 
for  voluntary  manslaughter  and  murder  in  the  second  degree, 
j  is  inadequate;  the  penalty  for  the  first  should  extend  to  ten 
years,  and  for  the  second,  from  ten  to  life. 
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The  provisions  of  the  statutes  authorizing  the  court,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  jury,  to  impose  imprisonment  for  life, 
in  lieu  of  the  death  penalty,  in  convictions  of  murder  in  the 
first  degree,  is  not  inconsistent  with  these  suggestions;  this 
provision  is  only  designed  to  operate  in  special  cases,  and  only 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

I  also  direct  attention  specially  to  the  last  paragraph  of 
subdivision  3  —  Section  4461,  —  p.  580. 

This  makes  homicide  justifiable  when  committed  in  a 
sudden  heat  of  passion, —  caused  by  an  attempt  to  rape  the  wife, 
daughter,  sister,  mother  or  other  female  relation  or  dependent , 
or  to  defile  the  same,  or  when  the  defilement  has  actually  been 
comitted. 

The  inconsistency  and  absurdity  of  these  provisions  are 
apparent  The  law  is  general  and  universal,  that  a  man  is 
justified  in  taking  human  life  to  prevent  the  commission  of 
any  felony,  including,  of  course,  rape.  Any  person,  relative 
or  stranger,  would  not  only  be  justified  in  killing  one  who  was 
attempting  a  rape,  but  morally  delinquent,  should  he  fail  to 
do  so,  if  the  necessity  of  the  case  required  it.  Why  then  add 
an  element  to  the  law  of  justifiable  homicide,  which  should 
not  exist ;  under  this  statute  to  justify  the  taking  of  life,  the 
slayer  must  show  that  he  acted  under  a  sudden  heat  of  passion, 
in  other  words  to  justify  the  plain  performance  of  a  duty,  he 
must  first  work  himself  into  a  rage.  It  is  probably  true  that 
in  the  application  of  this  law,  courts  and  juries  would  disre¬ 
gard  this  absurd  limitation,  but  its  plain  incongruity  with 
criminal  jurisprudence  and  our  penal  code,  demands  its  elim¬ 
ination  from  the  statute. 

As  to  the  last  clause  of  this  paragraph,  I  think  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  should  be  directed  to  the  absolute 
license  to  commit  murder  herein  given.  The  law  hereby  says 
to  any  person,  you  may  lawfully  kill  any  man  who  has  de¬ 
filed,  (not  raped)  any  of  your  female  relatives  or  dependents . 
This  would  seem  to  include  any  member  of  a  family. 

While  adultery  and  fornication,  including  seduction, 
are  not  punished  by  any  government,  so  far  as  I  am  advised, 
with  death — here,  the  private  citizen  may,  in  a  sudden  heat 
of  passion  as  judge  and  jury  try  the  supposed  offender,  and 
constitute  himself  the  executioner,  to  enforce  his  owrn  decree. 
This  statute  is  monstrous — absolutely  wicked  in  its  evident 
disregard  ot  the  rights  of  society  and  the  sacredness  of  human 
life.  Everywhere  it  is  generally  conceded,  that  the  defile- 
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merit  of  the  nearest  of  blood  relatives,  is  sufficient  provocation 
or  cause  to  induce  the  sudden  heat  of  passion,  which  the  law  in 
!  its  tenderness  for  the  weakness  of  human  nature,  deems 
sufficient  to  reduce  the  offence  to  manslaughter.  But  the  law 
does  not  justify  in  such  cases,  it  excuses  and  extenuates  in 
part. 

;  By  this  statute,  however,  you  will  observe,  a  man  may  (if 
he  gets  mad)  constitute  himself  the  avenger  of  the  honor  of 
any  female  relation,  or  dependent,  no  matter  how  far  removed. 
It  should  be  stricken  from  the  statute  book,  as  a  disgrace  to 
;  the  civilization  of  the  age. 

Third:  False  pretences — page  628,  Section  4677.  This 
(  offence  is  now  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail,  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  by  fine. 

To  succeed  in  obtaining  property  by  false  pretences,  re- 
'  quires  a  skill,  address  and  power  of  design,  not  possessed  by 
;  the  ordinary  thief.  In  my  opinion,  the  penalty  should  be 
i  increased,  and  proportioned  as  in  cases  of  larceny.  Certainly 
|  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  man  who  steals  $50 
|  in  money  or  property — should  be  sent  to  prison  for  ten  years 
j  — while  he  who  obtains  perhaps  a  thousand  dollars  by  means 
(of  fraudulent  and  false  pretenses  and  representations,  is 
,  punished  only  as  a  misdemeanent. 

I  suggest  that  this  offence  be  divided  into  felonies  and 
misdemeanors,  depending  on  the  amount  or  value  obtained. 
In  all  cases  when  the  property  obtained  is  of  the  value  of  fifty 
dollars  or  more,  make  the  crime  a  felony,  and  punish  it  as 
grand  larceny  is  now  punished.  In  all  other  cases,  impose 
the  penalties  now  provided  for  petit  larceny. 

Trusting  you  will  be  able  to  give  the  foregoing  suggestions

risk  upon  a  matter  of  such  grave  and  serious  importance. 
Believing,  however,  that  such  legislation  is  necessary  and 
convenient,  and  that  the  power  ought  to  be  reposed  in  the 
local  legislature,  the  committee  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  Joint  Committee  on  Memorials  to  Congress  be  in¬ 
structed  to  draft  a  memorial  to  Congress  for  such  legislation 
as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly  of  this  Territory  to  create  said  Fourth  Judicial 
District  and  to  alter  and  modify  the  organization  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  judicial  districts  of  said  Territory,  as  the  Governor  and 
Legislative  Assembly  may  by  law  determine.

Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,

Hon.  James  Sharp,  Speaker ,  and  Members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives ,  Legislative  Assembly: 

Concerning  the  matter  of  establishing  a  Territorial 
Bureau  of  statistics,  referred  to  in  the  Governor’s  message, 
I  beg  to  submit  the  following: 
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The  Governor  of  the  Territory  is  required  annually  to 
submit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  a  report  on  the 
condition  and  development  of  the  affairs  of  the  Territory. 
Be  rarely  fails  to  account  for  the  paucity  of  reliable  data 
by  referring  to  the  want  of  a  Bureau  of  Statistics;  and  in 
the  pluce  of  official  figures  he  gives  approximate  data, 
gathered  at  great  disadvantage  by  a  few  public  spirited 
citizens  who  bear  the  labor  themselves  rather  than  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  should  gowholly  unrepresented. 

From  thesereports  of  Territorial  Governors,  the  general 
government  compiles  its  comparative  reports,  and  our  fair 
Territory  suffers  in  comparison  because  in  the  absence  of 
data  it  seems  to  be  assumed  that  we  have  but  limited  re¬ 
sources.  Thus,  for  instance,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  in  its  published  reports,  contains  the  most  absurd 
figures  regarding  our  field  and  farm  products,  and  instead 
of  setting  us  where  we  belong,  as  nossessing  under  our 
system  of  irrigation  the  most  fertile  and  productive  lands  of 
all  the  States,  we  appear  to  be  groveling  amid  sterile  farms,, 
scarcely  producing  enough  to  maintain  existence.  A  citizen 
of  Utah,  familiar  with  our  fruitful  farming  interests,  cannot 
|  but  blush  with  shame  in  reading  these  reports.  The  indus¬ 
trial  journals  of  the  country  take  these  false  official  data  as 
their  basis  and  comment  on  them  to  our  disadvantage.  The 
Senate  committees  who  from  time  to  time  are  called,  to  report 
on  our  comp  native  importance  in  the  list  of  Territories, 
look  no  further  than  these  garbled  and  insufficient  state¬ 
ments,  and  our  worth  is  made  to  appear  insignificant.  Utah 
continues  to  be  considered  a  desert  and  the  region  of  little 
importance. 

I  have  more  than  once  asked  aid  from  government 
sources  in  correcting  this  ill-repute  and  in  the  development 
and  exploration  of  our  latent  resources.  Each  time  I  have 
I  been  asked  in  return,  “What  is  your  Territory  doing 
£  towards  it?  Show  a  disposition  to  meet  us  half  way  and  y  u 
!  can  secure  aid.” 

There  are  vast  regions  in  Utah  that  are  practically  un 
explored  as  to  their  capabilities  of  sustaining  population, 
yet  tales  are  told  of  what  they  might  produce  were  the 
truth  set  forth  in  an  official  way.  ^Nothing  would  so  quickly 
inspire  the  settler  to  redeem  these  places  or  attract  railroads 
i  to  penetrate  them  as  reliable  and  official  statements  of  the 
possibilities  that  exist  there. 

The  cost  to  the  Territory  of  securing  and  disseminating 
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this  information  is  a  bagatelle  compared  to  the  benefits  that 
would  follow. 

Data  of  untold  value  for  comparison  has  been  lost  in 
the  years  that  are  gone;  and  though  the  immediate  results 
of  the  labors  of  a  statistician  will  be  of  exceeding 
value  at  <  mce,  they  will  increase  in  interest  as  the  records 
accummulate.  If  data  is  secured  in  1890,  it  will  be  as 
precious  in  1900  as  at  the  end  of  this  year. 

There  are  only  two  or  three  who  have  gathered  informa¬ 
tion  of  this  sort  in  the  last  ten  years,  but  with  tact  and 
ingenuity  the  statistician  will  be  able  to  secure  the  assistance 
of  hundreds. 

There  are  a  myriad  letters  received  annually  by  persons 
in  this  Territory  asking  for  this  data.  Whoever  attempts  a 
reply  feels  ashamed  to  send  such  meagre  data,  clothed  in 
apology  for  its  incompleteness.  1  have  but  just  received 
an  enquiry  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior  asking  for 
information  that  would  require  far  greater  time  and  toil  than 
I  can  afford  to  spare.  A  complete  and  satisfactory  answer 
would  undoubtedly  be  to  the  benefit  of  our  important 
mining  and  smelting  interests.  I  must  decline  with  regrets, 
but  a  dutiful  statistician  would  be  sure  to  have  all  the  infor¬ 
mation  asked  for  and  could  do  the  Territory  credit  by  his 
reply. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  this  city  has  done  the 
bulk  of  the  work  so  far.  It  is  unable  to  do  it  well  without 
assistance,  but  will  undoubtedly  aid  to  the  full  of  its  power, 
in  making  the  labors  of  the  statistician  effective. 

As  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  this  office,  it  is  not  easy 
to  say.  Something  of  value  might  be  accomplished  with 
$  1,500  per  annum,  being  $1,000  for  salary  of  statistician  and 
$500  for  stationery,  printing,  etc.,  but  the  proper  amount 
would  be  $2,500,  say,  $1,200  for  principal  and  $500  for  sta¬ 
tionery,  etc.,  and  $800  for  clerk.  Or,  in  consideration  of  the 
initial  labors  being  so  great  (in  the  utter  absence  of  data  at 
present),  $2,500  for  the  first  year  and  $2,000  per  annum  for 
.succeeding  years.

Your  memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative  As¬ 
sembly  of  Utah,  respectfully  represent  that  by  an  act  of 
Congress  entitled  “An  act  providing  for  an  additional  Asso¬ 
ciate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Territory  of  Utah 
and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  June  25th,  1888,  provi¬ 
sion  was  made  for  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Associ¬ 
ate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Utah  Territory  and 
said  appointment  has  been  made  as  in  said  act  provided. 
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That  said  act  of  Congress  while  creating  the  office  of 
additional  associate  justice  as  aforesaid  did  not  provide  for

That  your  memorialists  are  of  the  opinion  in  view  of  the 
statutes  of  the  United  States  heretofore  passed  and  approved 
authorizing  the  division  of  said  Territory  into  three  judicial 
districts,  that  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of 
said  Territory  are  powerless  to  create  a  fourth  judicial  dis¬ 
trict  or  provide  for  the  organization  thereof  notwithstanding 
the  same  is  necessary  and  will  be  convenient  for  the  due, 
proper  and  economical  administration  of  the  law  in  said 
Territory. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  respectfully  pray  your

relating  to  fees  of  sheriffs,  respectfully  report  that  in  the 
judgment  of  the  committee,  the  legislation  proposed  by  the 
bill  is  unwise  and  inexpedient. 

Under  existing  laws  the  sheriff  of  each  county  in  the 
Territory  of  Utah  is  jailor  thereof,  and  has  the  custody  of 
criminals  committed,  whether  said  criminals  are  serving 
sentences  for  misdemeanor  or  awaiting  trial  or  indictment. 
In  counties  where  the  district  courts  are  held,  the  office  of 
sheriff  is  of  great  utility  and  importance.  During  the 
terms  of  court  his  presence  at  the  jail  at  least  in  person  or 
by  deputy  is  indispensable.  He  is  of  necessity  compelled 
to  be  present,  ready  to  receive  and  deliver  prisoners  at  any 
and  all  hours  of  the  day  during  the  transaction  of  criminal 
business  in  court,  whether  he  is  paid  by  the  Territory  or 
not.  If  his  presence  is  necessary  at  the  jail  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  above  mentioned  it  is  certainly  right  and  proper  that 
he  should  be  paid  a  per  diem.  It  is  also  right  and  proper 
in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  he  should  be  paid 
by  the  Territory  inasmuch  as  the  business  is  Territorial 
criminal  business.  If  in  addition  to  the  performance  of 
his  duties  as  jailor  his  services  can  be  made  available  in 
and  about  the  court,  we  believe  the  advantage  accruing  to 
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the  Territory  thereby,  will  fully  justifv  the  payment  of  the 
compensation  now  provided  by  law.  If  the  sheriff  in  all 
cases  could  and  would  appoint  the  U.  S.  marshal  attending 
court  his  deputy  and  turn  the  jail  and  prisoners  over  to  him, 
and  such  appointment  would  be  accepted  without  compen¬ 
sation  or  charge,  the  object  aimed  at  in  the  bill  might  be 
accomplished,  or  if  the  marshal  was  made  jailor  and  cus¬ 
todian  of  prisoners  during  the  term  of  court  without  com¬ 
pensation  tl  e  object  might  be  accomplished,  but  the  com¬ 
mittee  do  not  recommend  such  legislation,  in  fact,  believe 
it  would  be  equally  unwise  and  inexpedient.  Therefore,  so 
long  as  the  sheriff  must  of  necessity  be  in  attendance  at  the 
jail  constantly,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  delivering 
prisoners,  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  the  law  i hat  authorizes  the  court  to  require  his 
attendance  upon  the  court  is  wise  and  proper,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  it  is  made  a  charge  against  the  Territory.

Ho*.  James  Sharp ,  Speaker,  and  Members  of  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly: 

Gentlemen. — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legislative 
Assembly,  I  removed  the  Territorial  Library  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity  building  and  appointed  Hon.  John  R.  Park,  President 
of  the  University  of  Deseret,  deputy  to  take  charge  of  the 
same.  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  his  report  and 
ask  that  the  suggestions  therein  be  carefully  consid¬ 
ered. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Assembly  of  two  years 
ago  passed  an  Act  providing  for  the  removal  of  the  Library 
to  the  University  building,  which  act  was  returned  by  the 
Governor  with  a  statement  that  the  act  was  unnecessary  as 
the  Librarian  had  the  authority  t<>  do  what  the  act  contem¬ 
plated.  Taking  this  as  an  expression  of  the  Assembly  as 
well  as  the  Executive  favoring  a  removal,  I  carried  it  into 
execution.  There  has  been  some  complaint  about  the  Lib¬ 
rary  being  inaccessible  in  its  present  quarters,  but  to  my 
mind  it  is  much  better  located  than  it  has  been  for  many 
years,  or  than  it  can  be  until  the  Territory  owns  a  building 
of  its  own.  Heretofore  the  Library  has  been  removed  quite 
often  entailing  considerable  expense  and  perhaps  loss  of 
books.  It  can  remain  where  it  now  is  until  the  Territory 
can  provide  permanent  quarters  for  it,  and  I  respectfully 
suggest  that  it  be  allowed  to  remain  and  that  John  R.  Park 
be  appointed  Librarian 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  financial  status  of 
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the  library  and  I  respectfully  ask  that  the  amount  expended 
be  appropriated  and  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  what 
is  due  the  Bancroft  Company,  and  for  new  books,  and  that 
the  librarian  have  the  authority  to  exchange  our  statutes  for 
those  of  other  States  and  Territories.

The  joint  committee  appointed  and  instructed  to  visit  | 
Fort  Cameron,  in  Beaver  County,  Utah,  and  investigate  the 
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buildings  and  surroundings  and  report  upon  the  advisability 
of  the  Territory’s  purchasing  said  Fort,  for  the  purpose  of  es¬ 
tablishing  a  branch  of  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum,  beg  to 
report  that  on  the  12th  inst  said  committee  proceeded  by  rail 
(  to  Milford  and  from  thence  to  Beaver  and  Fort  Cameron  by 
stage,  arriving  at  the  last  named  place  on  the  evening  of  the 
13th.  The  committee  at  once  began  an  investigation  of  the 
buildings,  grounds  and  general  surroundings  of  Fort  Cameron 
and  gathered  considerable  information  as  to  costs  of  materials 
for  building  purposes  and  provisions  and  general  supplies  for 
future  maintenance,  and  returned  to  Salt  Lake  City,  arriving 
here  on  the  16th. 

Fort  Cameron  was  at  one  time  a  United  States  military 
post.  It  was  erected  in  the  year  1872  at  a  cost  of  about  $230,- 
000,  exclusive  of  labor  performed  by  the  troops  stationed  at 
the  place,  and  was  abandoned  and  ceased  to  be  used  for  mili¬ 
tary  purposes  in  the  year  1882. 

There  are  nineteen  separate  buildings,  the  walls  of  which 
are  constructed  of  blocks  of  lava  laid  in  good  lime  mortar  and 
!  covered  with  ordinary  shingle  roofs.  They  are  designated 
I  and  known  as  follows: 

“The  Hospital,”  a  two-story  building  with  ceilings  four¬ 
teen  feet  high,  on  each  story.  The  building  is  28x80  feet,  and 
is  surrounded  with  a  two-story  veranda  ten  feet  wide. 

“Officers’ Headquarters”  cover  30x40  feet #  with  a  twelve- 
1  foot  ceiling,  a  one-story  building  with  porch  in  front. 

“The  Commissary,”  a  one-story  building  covering  30x100 
feet,  ceiling  twelve  feet  high,  with  a  basement  of  the  same 
|  size,  with  a  seven -foot  ceiling. 

“The  Guard  House,”  a  one-story  building  22x60  feet,  with 
ceiling  twelve  feet  high. 

“The  Sutler’s  Store,”  with  ceiling  twelve  feet  high,  and 
L-shaped  one-story  building,  one  wing  of  which  measures  20x 
45  feet,  the  other  20x35  feet.  There  is  a  basement  under  this 
building  20x45  feet. 

“Company  Quarters.”  There  are  four  of  these  buildings, 
one  story  high,  12  foot  ceilings.  These  are  L-shaped,  one  wing 
|  measuring  100  x  30  and  the  other  30  x  40  feet. 

“Officers’  Quarters.”  There  are  five  of  these  buildings. 

1  Each  one  is  a  double  building,  a  story  and  a  half  high,  the 
lower  ceilings  being  twelve  feet;  in  each  of  these  five  build¬ 
ings  there  are  four  rooms  18x15  feet,  four  rooms  16x15  feet, 
two  rooms  10x15  feet,  two  rooms  15x15  feet,  and  two  hall  ways 
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six  feet  wide,  in  each  of  which  is  a  staircase  leading  to  the 
upper  story  of  its  respective  half  of  the  building. 

“Commanding  Officers’  Quarters,”  a  story  and  a  half 
building,  lower  ceilings  twelve  feet  high.  In  this  building 
there  are  eight  rooms  15x17  feet,  two  rooms  13x14  feet,  two 
hall  ways  seven  feet  wide  with  staircases  in  each. 

“The  Bakery,”  18x30  feet  exclusive  of  the  oven  proper. 

“Laundry  Buildings.”  There  are  four  of  these,  each 
measuring  28x50  feet,  ceilings  twelve  feet  high. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  buildings  there  is  a  frame 
stable  28x100  feet,  stalled  for  64  head  of  animals,  and  to  which 
is  attached  a  shed  the  entire  length  of  the  stable,  15  feet  wide. 
There  are  six  frame  buildings  which  were  used  as  workshops, 
each  25x20  feet,  and  other  outbuildings. 

The  company  and  officers’  quarters,  hospital,  commissary 
and  guard  house  are  located  in  the  form  of  a  hollow  square 
facing  inwards.  The  interior  of  this  square  is  forty  rods  on 
each  side,  containing  ten  acres  sown  with  tame  grasses  form¬ 
ing  a  beautiful  lawn,  surrounded  with  a  fence  and  two  lines  of 
trees. 

Immediately  in  the  rear  of  the  officers’  quarters  is  a  park 
of  about  ten  acres,  in  which  there  are  two  minature  lakes  of 
water  which  can  be  utalized  as  ice  ponds  in  the  winter  time. 
In  the  vicinity  of  the  park  there  are  sixty  acres  of  first  class 
land  which  has  been  under  cultivation  and  yielded  heavy 
crops  of  vegetables  and  grains.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
there  are  twenty  acres  of  first-class  land  yet  unbroken,  making 
in  all  a  tract  of  160  acres.  To  this  land  there  is  a  full  and 
complete  water  right,  and  the  supply  is  ample  for  all  purposes. 
The  Fort  being  located  on  the  Beaver  River  above  all  other 
claimants  or  users  of  water  from  this  stream,  it  has  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  always  having  a  good  supply  of  pure  mountain  water. 
For  culinary,  sanitary,  power  and  fire  purposes,  any  pressure 
desired  can  be  obtained,  by  carrying  the  water  in  pipes  a  dis¬ 
tance  not  to  exceed  4000  feet. 

Fort  Cameron  is  distant  from  Milford  about  33  miles,  and 
from  Beaver  City  about  one  and  a  half  miles.  Milford  is  the 
nearest  railroad  point,  but  surveys  are  made  and  a  railway 
route  is  located  within  half  a  mile  of  the  fort.  Stages  make 
regular  daily  connections  letween  Milford  and  Beaver. 

The  temperature  at  Beaver  seldom  registers  as  low  as  ten 
degrees  below  and  as  high  as  ninety-five  degrees  above  zero, 
and  the  climate  is  such  that  all  classes  of  grains,  vegetables 
and  the  hardier  varieties  of  fruit  can  be  grown. 
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Fort  Cameron,  its  buildings,  improvements,  and  160  acres 
of  ground  can  be  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $25,000  as  per  offer 
of  the  owner  of  the  same,  hereto  attached,  and  in  which  is 
shown  the  present  condition  of  the  title,  marked  exhibit  “A.” 

The  committee  has  made  some  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
making  necessary  changes  in  these  buildings  to  fit  them 
for  the  purposes  of  an  insane  asylum,  and  estimate  that  with 
an  economical  and  judicious  expenditure  of  the  sum  of  $35,- 
000,  in  addition  to  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds,  accommodations  for  200  patients  and  their  offi¬ 
cers  and  attendants,  can  readily  be  obtained. 

From  the  foregoing  data  the  committee  respectfully  re¬ 
commend  that  the  sum  of  $25,000  be  appropriated  to  purchase 
Fort  Cameron  and  grounds,  as  per  tender  made;  that  $35,000 
be  appropriated  to  put  the  buildings  in  a  condition  to  receive 
patients,  and  to  furnish  water  works,  electric  light  plant,  sew¬ 
erage  and  similar  improvements;  that  the  law  be  amended  so 
as  to  make  Fort  Cameron  a  branch  of  the  Territorial  Insane 
Asylum,  at  which  place  shall  be  kept  all  cases  deemed  incur¬ 
able  and  that  proper  provision  be  made  for  their  maintenance. 

The  expenses  incurred  by  the  committee  amounts  to 
$34.40.  This  does  not  include  transportation,  for  which  there 
is  no  charge.  Respectfully,

REPORT  OF  WARDEN,  UTAH  PENITENTIARY. 

Warden’s  Office, 

Salt  Lake  City,  Feb.  20,  1890. 

To  the  Council  and  House  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  of  Utah  in  Legislature  Convened: 

Gentlemen. — I  beg  leave  to  make  my  report  to  your  hon¬ 
orably  body,  as  Warden  of  Utah  Penitentiary.  There  has  been 
no  change  in  the  department  since  my  last  report  of  January 
26th,  1888. 
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I  beg  leave  to  refresh  the  minds  of  your  honorable  body 
by  rehearsing  a  short  account  of  some  items  pertaining  to  this 
department,  which  I  trust  will  not  be  thought  out  of  place  or 
untimely  at  the  present. 

Having  been  an  officer  of  the  Utah  Penitentiary  for 
over  twenty-five  years,  therefore  I  am  somewhat  acquainted 
with  said  institution.  Some  twelve  or  more  years  ago  the 
United  States  Marshal  Nelson  took  possession  of  the  Utah  Peni¬ 
tentiary,  and  the  control  thereof;  at  that  time  Hon.  A.  P. 
Rockwood  was  warden — I  was  one  of  the  directors. 

We  had  quite  a  number  of  Territorial  convicts  left  with¬ 
out  any  safe  place  of  keeping  them.  We  at  once  conceived  the 
idea  of  getting  up  some  iron  cages,  we  accordingly  had  made 
to  order  five  cages,  each  cage  sufficiently  large  to  comfortably 
lodge  four  persons  in  each,  then  procured  tents  in  which  we 
placed  the  cages;  this  plan  we  found  answered  our  purpose 
and  answered  well  for  warm  weather;  these  we  moved  from 
place  to  place  wherever  we  could  get  work  for  convict  labor. 

In  the  winter  we  procured  a  large  adobie  building  on 
what  is  now  known  as  the  race-track  near  the  Jordan  river, 
situated  in  the  Sixteenth  Ward  of  Salt  Lake  City.  In  this 
place,  by  the  use  of  stoves,  we  kept  our  prisoners  comfortable 
through  the  cold  weather. 

The  number  of  our  prisoners  grew  less  as  their  terms  of 
imprisonment  expired,  at  last  a  demand  was  made  for  the 
remaining  prisoners  by  United  States  Marshal  Nelson;  we  gave 
them  up  under  protest.  He  also  demanded  all  of  the  Territorial 
property  in  our  possession  to  be  given  up  to  him  which  we 
objected  to.  A  suit  was  planted  in  relation  thereto  by  the 
Hon.  A.  P.  Rockwood  then  warden.  The  United  States 
Marshal  then  negotiated  for  a  loan  of  some  of  the  property,  we 
lent  him,  to  wit:  the  five  iron  cells  or  cages,  one  box  cell,  two 
iron  wheelbarrows  and  a  few  other  things;  he  gave  his  receipt 
for  the  same  to  be  returned  in  good  order  in  ten  days  notice 
on  the  order  of  the  warden  of  Utah  Penitentiary,  which  receipt 
I  now  hold. 

I  have  loaned  two  of  the  cages  to  Salt  Lake  County,  and 
last  summ  r,  1889,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Marshal  requested  the 
loan  of  two  more  of  the  iron  cages  for  which  I  gave  an  order 
on  the  United  States  Marshal  F.  H.  Dyer  who  promptly  com¬ 
plied  with  my  order.  I  now  hold  receipts  for  the  four  cages 
loaned,  all  to  be  promptly  delivered  up  on  my  order.  Thus 
the  matter  now  stands.  United  States  Marshal  Nelson,  when 
he  made  the  demand  for  the  remaining  Territorial  prisoners, 
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did  not  present  any  authority  from  the  United  States  govern¬ 
ment  or  from  any  department  thereof  for  said  prisoners,  no 
contract  was  ever  entered  into,  to  my  knowledge,  with  the 
United  States  government  or  with  the  interior,  or  of  any  de¬ 
partment  whatever,  to  take  or  keep  our  Territorial  prisoners. 

An  act  of  Congress  says:  Territorial  prisoners  may  be  kept 
in  United  States  penitentiaries  at  Territorial  cost  on  special 
arrangements;  but  to  my  knowledge  no  such  arrangements 
have  been  made.  This  state  of  things  have  been  permitted  to 
pass  along  from  year  to  year,  and  by  fancy  prices  being 
charged  for  keeping  our  Territorial  prisoners,  a  heavy  bill  has 
been  run  up  against  the  Territory;  the  last  figures  that  I  saw 
made,  the  amount  was  over  three  hundred  thousand  dollars; 
this  amount  our  former  Governors  have  asked  our  Legislature 
to  make  some  arrangements  for  its  payment. 

That  sum  must  have  accumulated  up  to  the  present  time 
to  near  if  not  quite  half  a  million  dollars,  and  if  a  legislature 
can  be  procured  which  are  of  the  same  mind  as  the  Governors 
who  requested  the  payment  of  the  above  bill,  a  way  will  be 
readily  found  to  liquidate  that  enormous  debt  by  levying  a 
special  tax  for  that  purpose  which  will  make  the  taxpayer 
feel  as  though  there  had  been  some  neglect  which  must  rest 
somewhere. 

Some  twelve  or  more  years  ago,  foreseeing  that  a  thing  of 
this  kind  might  occur,  the  directors  and  warden  suggested  in 
our  report  to  the  Legislature  the  propriety  of  appointing  a 
committee  of  three  or  more  to  select  a  proper  site,  and  its 
probable  cost  for  a  Territorial  penitentiary;  the  committee  was 
appointed  but  no  funds  were  appropriated  to  pay  traveling 
or  other  contingent  expenses,  so  the  matter  dropped.  If  the  j 
suggestions  had  been  carried  out,  a  sum  of  not  less  than  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  would  have  been  saved  to  the  \ 
Territory.  j 

I  feel  it  a  duty  that  I  owe  to  your  honorable  body  and  to 
the  taxpayers  of  our  Territory,  to  thus  bring  to  your  notice  1 
the  facts  as  they  now  exist.  Statistics  will  show  that  the  cost  ] 
of  keeping  our  Territorial  prisoners  by  the  United  States  has  j 
been  more  than  double  the  amount  of  when  kept  by  the 
Territory.  It  might  be  asked  what  is  your  opinion  in  relation  j 
to  this  enormous  indebtedness?  Will  say  as  all  was  done  on 
their  part,  with  our  utter  protest,  that  in  a  court  of  justice  j 
that  debt  could  not  be  collected,  but  I  have  thought  in  some  \ 
special  cases  that  justice  was  at  a  discount,  and  am  still  of  the  j 
opinion  that  no  bar  be  left  down  that  would  incite  legislation,  j 
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and  would  therefore  still  recommend  the  same  as  has  been 
recommended  for  the  past  twelve  years  or  more  by  the  direc¬ 
tors  and  warden  of  Utah  Penitentiary. 

In  conclusion  will  say  that  our  Territorial  Legislature 
placed  me  in  my  present  position,  and  of  seeing  at  least  in  part 
the  mixed  nature  of  the  position,  I  would  not  accept  and 
qualify  without  first  applying  to  the  best  authority  in  the  Ter¬ 
ritory,  which  I  did  and  was  told  that  it  would  be  best  to 
accept,  which  I  did  by  filing  bonds  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  the  Hon.  H.  S.  Eldredge  now  deceased,  and  L.  S.  Hills, 
oecoming  my  bondsmen,  which  was  duly  filed  with  the  Ter¬ 
ritorial  Auditor  af  Public  Accounts. 

Will  now  say  that  I  still  have  in  safekeeping  the  secre¬ 
tary  containing  the  books,  papers  and  records  of  the  Utah  Pen¬ 
itentiary,  with  a  few  other  articles  of  small  value,  the  same 
was  reported  two  years  ago,  which  however  all  accupies  val¬ 
uable  room.  I  thought  it  but  just  and  proper  to  ask  a  small 
amount  to  partly  at  least  pay  for  rent;  I  asked  for  the  insignifi¬ 
cant  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  per  year;  this  sum  being  so 
vfery  small,  it  was  passed  without  any  action  by  our  last  Legis¬ 
lature.  The  Territory  is  now  indebted  to  me  for  the  storage 
and  safe-keeping  of  the  property  for  the  past  four  years;  be¬ 
sides,  I  should  have  something  as  a  salary,  as  you  may  direct, 
as  much  responsibility  rests  on  this  most  important  department. 
At  least  many  would  think  so  if  we  should  be  suddenly  called 
upon  to  receive  and  take  care  of  our  Territorial  prisoners  with 
no  provision  provided  for  their  care  and  safe  keeping,  which 
occurrence  might  occur  at  any  time;  better  then  at  once  pre¬ 
pare  for  such  an  emergency. 

With  much  interest  I  await  the  action  of  your  honorable 
body.

REPORTS  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES. 


Salt  Lake  City, 

March  3rd,  1890. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Terri¬ 
tory  of  Utah: 

The  committee  appointed  by  an  act  of  the  Governor  and  Legislative 
Assembly,  approved  January  19th,  1888,  to  compile  and  distribute  the 
laws  of  Utah,  respectfully  report  that  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  immediately  after  its  approval,  commenced  the  work  of  compila¬ 
tion  and  to  aid  them  therein  employed  such  professional  assistance  as  ap¬ 
peared  to  the  committee  best  adapted  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  work. 
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The  committee  employed  the  Hon.  J.  6.  Sutherland,  W.  C.  Hall  and 
James  T.  Hammond  at  a  fixed  arid  agreed  compensation  of  twenty -four 
hundred  dollars  for  their  services,  which  action  of  the  committee  was  re¬ 
ported  to  the  two  houses  of  the  last  Legislature,  and  by  them  ratified  and 
approved.  * 

The  act  providing  for  the  compilation  contemplated  that  the  commit¬ 
tee,  if  possible,  should  complete  the  same  and  report  the  work,  on  or  be¬ 
fore  March  1st,  1888,  but  finding  it  impracticable  so  to  do  the  committee 
continued  its  labors  together  with  those  employed  to  assist  them  for  several 
days  after  the  expiration  of  the  session  of  1888. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  of  compilation  and  arrangement  of 
the  laws  in  suitable  form  for  publication,  the  committee  daily  advertised 
for  bids  uppn  the  work  of  printing  and  binding,  and  published  the  same 
in  the  Evening  News ,  Salt  Lake  Herald  and  Salt  Lake  Tribune .  In 
response  to  said  advertisements  there  were  three  bids  only,  to- wit: 

The  Deseret  News  Company,  the  Tribune  Company,  and  H.  Pem¬ 
broke,  of  Salt  Lake  City.  After  a  careful  investigation  of  the  bids  the 
committee  awarded  the  work  to  Mr.  Pembroke,  believing  his  to  be  the 
lowest  and  best  bid  submitted  to  the  committee. 

The  committee  employed  Jhe  services  of  J.  G.  Sutherland  to  index  the 
laws  as  compiled  and  read  the  proofs  and  for  said  services  paid  him  the 
sum  of  $800.  This  sum  was  in  addition  to  his  compensation  in  the  work 
of  compilation. 

The  committe  gave  all  the  time  and  attention  to  the  work  that  was 
deemed  necessary  in  view  of  the  character  of  assistance  employed  by  them, 
and  so  far  as  the  compilation  and  arrangements  of  subjects  are  concerned, 
feel  justified  in  asserting  that  the ’work  is  remarkably  thorough  and  cor¬ 
rect. 

After  the  work  was  printed  and  most  of  the  volumes  bound,  the  com¬ 
mittee,  upon  investigation,  discovered  so  many  mistakes  and  omissions  in 
the  printed  volumes  that  they  deemed  it  advisable  to  thoroughly  revise  the 
work  with  a  view  to  correcting  the  same  before  distributing  it  as  the  law 
provided.  To  this  work  of  reviewing  the  committee  gave  their  personal 
attention,  and  thereby  devoted  more  time  and  consequently  incurred  more 
expense  than  was  originally  contemplated.  The  corrections  made  by  the 
committee  are  published  in  the  volume  to  which  they  belong,  and  unfor¬ 
tunately  form  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  volume. 

It  became  a  serious  question  with  the  committee  whether,  in  view  of 
the  errors  and  omissions,  the  work  should  or  should  not  be  accepted;  and 
under  the  circumstances,  had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  the  compilation 
was  so  greatly  needed  by  the  public  and  seemed  to  be  imperatively  de¬ 
manded,  even  in  its  imperfect  condition,  the  committee  would  undoubt¬ 
edly  have  rejected  the  work.  Such  as  it  is,  we  present  it  to  you  with  the 
explanation  herein  contained.  Notwithstanding  its  imperfections,  we  be¬ 
lieve  it  contains  all  the  laws  of  the  Territory  in  force  at  the  present  time, 
as  well  as  the  laws  of  the  United  States  applicable  to  this  Territory,  which 
feature  of  the  compilation  we  deem  specially  commendable. 

The  committee  had  printed  three  thousand  sets  of  the  work  and  placed 
the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  distribution, 
as  provided  by  the  act  authorizing  the  compilation. 

The  committee  fixed  no  special  rate  of  compensation  for  their  services, 
and  have  no  claim  to  make  therefor.  Each  member  received  what  was 
considered  sufficient  to  fairly  cover  his  personal  expenses  while  engaged  in 
the  work  with  perhaps  partial  recompense  for  his  services. 
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The  committee  respectfully  submit  this,  the  report  of  their  labors  and 
recommend  that  the  compilation  of  the  laws  of  1888  be  adopted  and  ap¬ 
proved.

Your  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  president  and  board  of 
directors  of  that  institution,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we 
have  carefully  considered  the  same.  We  find  that  the  pre¬ 
sent  building,  which  is  only  one  wing  of  the  structure  as 
originally  contemplated,  entirely  too  limited  in  every  par¬ 
ticular  to  meet  the  present  wants.  At  this  date  there  are 
one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (129)  patients  crowded  into  the 
wing  designed  to  accommodate  only  about  seventy-five  (75), 
the  latter  figure  being  based  on  the  most  approved  modern 
plan  of  treating  the  inmates.  To  carry  out  the  original 
plan  completing  the  institution  would  incur  a  greater  ex¬ 
penditure.  compared  with  number  of  patients  that  could 
then  be  accommodated,  than  the  Territory  could  afford.  The 
board  of  directors  have  therefore  wisely  decided  to  change 
the  original  plans  so  as  to  double  the  capacity,  as  will  be 
seen  by  their  supplementary  report  to  the  Legislative  As¬ 
sembly  at  the  presnt  session.  If  the  structure  be  completed 
according  to  the  revised  plans  it  would  accommodate  three 
hundred  to  three  hundred  and  fifty  and  even  four  hundred 
patients  to  better  advantage  than  the  number  now  confined 
in  the  now  completed  wing. 
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We  find  that  to  complete  the  entire  building  it  will 
cost,  according  to  the  estimates  given  in  the  report  of  the 
board  of  directors,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  thousand 
dollars  ($163,0o0).  It  has  been  suggested  that  a  good  plan 
would  be  to  erect  the  entire  buildings,  place  them  under 
cover,  and  furnish  them  as  the  immediate  wants  might  re¬ 
quire.  It  is  claimed  that  in  so  doing  we  could  save  for  the 
present  $35,000.  But  your  committee  are  inclined  to  the  belief 
that  by  dividing  up  the  work,  a  greater  expense  would  be 
incurred  than  by  completing  it  under  one  contract.  That 
the  care  of  this  class  of  unfortunates  rests  upon  us  no  one 
will  undertake  to  deny.  The  only  question  then  is,  “which 
is  the  best  and  most  economical  way  of  doing  so?”  Your 
committee  have  been  unable  to  find  any  better  way  than  to 
complete  the  buildings  according  to  the  revised  plans  sub¬ 
mitted  to  us  and  we  so  recommend.  r 

We  also  find  that  a  further  sum  of  $60,000  will  be 
necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Asylum  during  the 
ensuing  two  years. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  $223,000  be 
appropriated  for  the  completion  of  the  Territorial  Asylum 
for  the  Insane  and  its  maintenance  for  two  years.

MEMORIAE  TO  CONGRESS. 

To  the-  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled: 

Whereas,  the  growing  necessities  of  the  west  demand 
a  first  class  harbor  on  the  gulf  coast  in  the  State  of  Texas, 
in  order  that  the  surplus  products  of  the  State  of  Texas 
and  neighboring  States  and  Territories,  may  find  an  outlet 
to  the  markets  of  the  world  by  a  shorter  route  than  is  now 
open  to  them,  and  at  a  vast  annual  saving  to  the  producers, 
and, 

Whereas,  the  annual  surplus  tonnage  of  farm  and 
manufactured  products  of  the  west,  amounts,  annually,  to 
man}'  millions  of  tons;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  did,  at  its 
last  session  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  special  board 
of  engineers  whose  duty  it  was  to  report  to  the  present 
Congress  the  most  eligible  point  or  points  upon  the  gulf 
coast  of  Texas  for  a  deep  harbor,  to  be  of  ample  depth, 
width  and  capacity  to  accommodate  the  largest  ocean-going 
vessels,  and  the  commercial  and  naval  necessities  of  the 
country;  and  such  special  board  of  engineers  having  been 
appointed  as  provided  by  said  act  of  Congress,  did,  after 
due  examination  of  the  harbor  of  Galveston,  among  other 
things,  report  in  favor  of  Galveston  at  such  point,  and  re¬ 
commend  the  appropriation  by  Congress  of, the  sum  of 
$6,200,000  for  the  improvement  of  that  port  and  harbor;  and, 
Whereas,  the  Committee  on  Commerce  in  the  United 
States  Senate  has  reported  to  the  Senate  a  bill  *  making  an

appropriation  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  of  which  the  fol¬ 
lowing  is  a  copy: 

“Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
th  e  work  of  improving  the  entrance  to  Galveston  harbor, 
Texas,  the  Secretary  of  War,  upon  the  application  of  the 
chief  of  engineers,  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion, 
to  draw  his  warrant  or  requisition  from  time  to  time  upon 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  to  do  such  work,  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate 
$6,200,000,  the  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  same,  as  shown  in  the  reports  of  the  chief  of 
engineers,  for  the  year  1889; 

“ Provided ,  however.  That  the  amounts  so  drawn  from 
the  treasury  shall  not  exceed  $1,000,000  in  any  one  year, 
and  that  an  itemized  statement  of  said  expenditures  shall 
accompany  the  annual  report  of  the  chief  of  engineers. 

“The  amount  required  for  the  completion  of  this  work 
as  herein  proposed  is  hereby  Appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,”  therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assem¬ 
bly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  That  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  is  hereby  earnestly  requested  to  pass  the  bill 
now  pending  in  the  Senate  above  referred  to.

That  by  such  denuding  the  snows  are  melted  rapidly, 
causing  freshets  ip  the  spring  and  drought  later  in  the  sea¬ 
son,  to  the  great  damage  of  the  inhabitants  of  Salt  Lake 
valley; 

That  Big  Cottonwood  contains  many  mountain  lakes,

Hon.  James  Sharp,  Speaker  of  the  House: 

Sir— I  return  H.  F.  No.  41,  entitled  “An  Act  amending 
Sections  2576,  2577,  2578  and  2582  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of 
Utah  of  1888,  relating  to  the  adoption  of  children”  without 
approval. 

The  proposed  act,  so  far  as  it  amends  and  changes  the 
existing  law  on  the  subject  of  adoption,  enables  anyone, 
who  has  the  actual  custody  of  a  child,  who  has  no  known 
parent  or  guardian,  to  make  the  petition  and  represent  the 
child  in  the  proceedings  before  the  court,  though  the  person 
making  the  petition  has  no  right  to  relinquish  except  such 
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as  actual  custody  may  give,  and  though  the  child  may  have 
known  near  relatives. 

The  present  law  contemplates  that  the  petitioner  who 
acts  for  the  child  has  some  natural  or  imposed  right  of  cus¬ 
tody  to  relinquish,  and  that  he  shall  relinquish  it  by  the 
proceeding.  I  think  the  petitioner  should  before  being 
vested  with  the  power  to  procure  an  adoption  of  the  child, 
have  some  authority  higher  than  the  authority  which  actual 
custody  may  give. 

The  existing  law  permits  the  appointment  of  a  guardian 
of  the  person  or  estate  of  a  child,  or  of  both  person  and 
estate.  When  a  guardian  is  appointed  he  may  act  under 
the  law  concerning  adoption  as  it  now  stands.  He  would 
have  the  power  to  make  the  relinquishment  contemplated 
by  the  existing  act,  and  would  be  a  person  selected  by  the 
probate  judge  as  suitable  for  the  position,  and  would  act 
under  the  obligation  of  official  duty  and  in  an  official 
capacity.  His  relinquishment  of  the  child  t<>  an  adopted 
parent  would  have  the  sanction  of  lawful  authority,  and  the 
existing  law  is  adequate  for  such  a  proceeding. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  the  policy 
of  Congressional  legislation  in  regard  to  heirship,  I  do  not 
consider  the  present  law  imposes  any  undue  restrictions  on 
adoption,  and  that  it  should  not  be  so  amended  as  to  permit 
one  having  only  actual  custody  of  a  child  and  no  natural 
authority  or  official  authority  granted  by  law  to  initiate 
and  conduct  the  proceeding  in  behalf  of  a  child.

Sir— I  return  herewith  H.  F.  No.  58,  entitled  “An  Act 
amending  Sections  2158  ,  2160  and  2169  of  the  Compiled 
Laws  of  Utah  of  1888,  relating  to  intoxicating  liquors.”  The 
proposed  law  fixes  the  maximum  amount  to  be  collected  for 
each  license  granted  at  $1,500,  whereas,  under  the  existing 
law  it  is  fixed  at  $1,200,  an  amount  not  exceeded  elsewhere. 

The  present  liquor  lavrs  of  the  Territory  seem  to  be  all 
that  is  necessary  for  a  complete  regulation  of  the  liquor 
traffic,  and  it  is  generally  conceeded  that  the  safe  of  liquor 
is  under  better  control  in  this  Territory  than  probably  any 
other  Territory  or  State.  While  I  am  disposed  to  give  to 
the  municipal  authorities  all  the  power  which  they  may 
need  in  this  particular,  1  am  rirmly  convinced  that  to  now 
exact  a  larger  tax  from  the  sale  @f  liquors  may  result  in 
forcing  the  men  who  will  obey  the  law,  to  leave  the  busi¬ 
ness,  and  may  open  the  way  to  men  who  will  seek  to  evade 
the  law,  and  thus  defeat  the  very  purpose  of  the  law.  I  do 
not  believe  it  to  be  wise  to  engage  in  any  experiments  at 
this  time.

Sir. — I  return  herewith  H.  F.  No.  50,  entitled  “An  yet 
to  secure  to  ranchmen,  tavern  keepers,  and  other  persons 
liens  on  personal  property,  and  repealing  Sections  2955, 
2956,  2957,  2958,  2959  and  2960,  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of 
Utah  of  1888.” 

This  act  is  not  suitable  for  the  lien  of  some  carriers, 
say  railroads. 

It  provides  for  an  appraisal  and  sale  after  thirty  days. 
This  is  not  long  enough.  Frequently  shippers  and  travel¬ 
ers  send  freight  and  personal  baggage  ahead,  expecting  to 
call  for  it.  Sickness  or  other  causes  may  delay  them. 
Sometimes  freight  and  baggagt  gets  misdirected  or  mis¬ 
carried,  and  more  than  thirty  days  should  be  given  to  trace 
and  tin d  it.  The  present  law,  Sections  2958  to  2960,  gives 
six  months  to  railroads.  The  custom  of  railroads  is  to 
await  six  months — collect  at  one  main  station  the  uncalled 
for  articles,  and  to  sell  by  advertisement  as  provided  in  the 
sections  named.  They  do  not  break  open  the  package, 
but  sell  by  description  of  the  package,  the  marks  on  it,  and 
say  “contents  unknown.”  Express  companies  are  in  the 
same  situation. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  machinery  for  appraisal,  etc., 
is  unsuitable. 

I  see  no  objection  to  giving  the  additional  liens  pro¬ 
vided  for,  and  if  it  is  not  too  late,  would  suggest  that  Sec¬ 
tions  2958,  2959  and  2360,  be  not  repealed,  and  at  the  end 
of  Section  13  there  be  inserted  this  clause:  “And  provided 
further,  that  common  carriers  may,  at  their  option,  enforce 
their  liens  as  provided  in  Sections  2958,  2959  and  2960  of 
the  Compiled  Laws  of  1888.”  This  would  give  effect  to  all 
the  liens  provided  for,  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  act.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Allen,  Mr.  Thurman  was  given  the 
floor,  who  said: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

The  revolving  wheels  of  time  as  marked  on  yonder  dial 
admonish  us  of  the  solemn  fact  that  this  Assembly  is  ap¬ 
proaching  the  hour  of  dissolution.  The  member  of  this 
House  who  moves  the  next  adjournment,  will  announce  an 
edict  as  certain  as  the  flat  of  God  that  we  shall  never  meet 
again.

GOVERNOR’S  COMMUNICATION.

Hon.  F.  S.  Richards,  President  of  the  Council: 

Sir — I  return  disapproved  C.  F.  No.  54,  entitled  “An  Act  to 
provide  for  a  uniform  system  of  free  schools  throughout  Utah 
Territory.” 

The  act  seems  to  be  carefully  drawn,  is  quite  full  and  ex¬ 
plicit  in  its  details,  and  from  a  casual  examination  of  its  princi- 
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pal  features  appears  in  many  respects  well  adapted  for  the 
purposes  intended.  Some  of  its  provisions,  however,  are  in 
direct  conflict  with  the  well  settled  policy  of  Congress  respecting 
the  right  to  vote  and  hold  office  in  this  Territory,  and  other 
provisions  relate  to  matters  which,  properly  speaking,  have  no 
place  in  a  school  law. 

Section  2,  of  Article  I,  provides  for  the  distribution  of  the 
Territorial  tax  to  the  several  counties  on  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  children  in  each  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years. 
This  method  of  distribution  has  been  much  criticized  and  with 
apparent  reason.  Under  its  operation  some  of  the  most  populous 
and  wealthy  counties  have  paid  to  the  Territorial  school  fund  a 
less  amount  than  they  receive. 

If  the  only  irregularity  it  effected  arose  in  the  difference  of 
the  number  of  children  compared  with  the  amount  of  assessable 
property,  the  objection  to  it  would  not  be  so  serious,  for  in  such 
a  case,  as  to  the  Territory,  it  would  merely  make  the  Territory  a 
tax  district  for  schooling  all  the  children,  but  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  in  many  cases  the  inequality  between  counties  arises 
from  unequal  assessments.  A  law  requiring  assessments  to  be 
made  at  the  full  cash  value  of  the  property  is  an  insufficient 
remedy,  unless  all  the  assessors  act  upon  it  and  have  the  same 
ideas  of  value.  As  a  rule  all  laws  require  assessment  at  full 
value,  and  yet  inequalities  exist.  When  the  tax  district  is  small 
enough  so  that  the  taxpayers  and  their  local  boards  have  the 
means  of  comparing  the  assessments  a  nearer  approach  to 
equality  is  obtained. 

In  the  absence  of  equality  in  the  assessments  between  the 
counties  I  suggest  that  Section  2  of  Article  I  be  amended  so  as 
to  provide,  in  substance,  that  no  county  having  a  population  of 
10,000  or  over  as  shown  by  the  national  census  to  be  taken  in 
June  next,  shall  receive  in  the  apportionment  of  the  Territorial 
school  fund  a  larger  amount  than  has  been  raised  and  paid  by 
said  county,  and  that  after  an  apportionment  is  made  the  amounts 
remaining  of  such  territorial  school  fund  undistributed  shall  be 
returned  to  the  several  counties  by  which  such  excess  was  paid,  * 
in  due  proportion  thereof,  and  such  payments  shall  be  made  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  several  counties  entitled  thereto,  and  by  such 
treasurer  paid  to  the  school  superintendents,  and  by  them  appor¬ 
tioned  annually  to  the  several  school  districts  of  the  county  in 
the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  basis  as  other  school  funds. 

Section  8  of  Article  II,  relating  to  county  superintendents, 
should  provide  that  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  a  superinten¬ 
dent  of  district  schools  must  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 
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Section  19  of  the  same  article  should  provide  that  the 
deputy  superintendent,  if  appointed,  must  be  a  registered  voter. 

Section. 21  of  Article  III,  provides  for  a  county  board  of 
examiners.  The  section  should  provide  that  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  serve  as  examiner  who  is  not  a  registered  voter. 

Section  39  of  Article  V  contains  this  provision:  “Every  male 
person  of  the  age  of  21  years  or  over,  who  has  been  a  resident  of 
the  school  district  for  ninety  days  immediately  preceding  the  day 
of  election,  and  who  is  the  parent  of  a  child  of  school  age  resid¬ 
ing  in  the  district,  or  who  paid  a  territorial  or  county  school  tax 
in  any  such  district  during  the  preceding  year,  or  who  has  been 
assessed  for  any  territorial  or  county  school  tax  in  any  such  dis¬ 
trict  for  the  year  in  which  any  such  election  is  held,  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  school  district  election.”  Under  the  exist¬ 
ing  school  law  it  is  provided  “there  shall  be  elected  by  the  regis¬ 
tered  voters  of  the  district,  three  school  trustees  for  each  school 
district,  etc  ,  and  this  law  was  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
by  Congress  of  what  is  popularly  termed  the  Edmunds  Act.” 

The  act  before  me  would,  if  approved,  sweep  away  the  res¬ 
trictions  which  Congress  has  deemed  it  necessary  to  place  upon 
the  exercise  of  the  franchise  at  the  elections. 

I  do  not  believe  the  time  has  come  for  such  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly,  and  therefore 
suggest  that  the  provisions  of  the  existing  law  be  retained.  In 
this  connection  I  also  suggest  that  some  provisions  be  made  for 
challenges  at  school  elections,  and  to  require  that  a  peison,  to  be 
eligible  as  trustee,  must  be  a  registered  voter. 

Section  83  of  the  same  article  should  provide  that  to  entitle 
a  person  to  vote  he  must  have  been  a  resident  of  the  Territory 
for  six  months  and  of  the  school  district  for  thirty  days.  I 
further  suggest  that  this  section  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the 
article. 

Section  79  of  Article  XI  seems  to  embrace  a  general  revenue 
act  and  provides  for  the  general  Territorial  and  county  tax  as  well 
as  for  a  tax  for  school  purposes. 

I  cannot  see  why  an  act  to  establish  a  school  system  should 
contain  a  general  revenue  law.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  more  ap¬ 
propriate  to  leave  out  of  this  act  all  such  provisions,  and  to  provide 
for  only  special  school  taxes  in  the  various  districts,  and  leave  a 
general  revenue  act  to  be  considered  on  its  own  merits.  This 
change  in  Section  1  may  require  suitable  changes  in  Section  81 
of  the  same  article. 

Section  83,  Article  XII,  relates  to  the  special  school  tax.  The 
lirst  nineteen  lines  of  this  section,  except  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
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the  rate  of  tax  to  be  levied,  are  fully  covered  by  Section  33  of 
Article  V,  and  with  the  exception  stated  should  be  stricken  out. 

I  suggest  that  Section  101  of  Article  XV,  relating  to  schools 
in  cities,  be  made  to  provide  that  the  election  shall  be  held  on  the 
day  of  the  general  election,  the  first  Monday  of  August  annually. 
This  will  obviate  the  necessity  for  two  elections  within  thirty 
days.  This  will  require  that  Section  102  be  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  notice  of  election,  etc.,  in  the  same  manner  as  for  the 
general  election,  and  suitable  changes  in  Section  103. 

Section  105  of  the  same  article  should  provide  that  the 
officers  to  be  elected  by  the  board  shall  be  registered  voters. 

Section  113  of  the  same  article  should  provide  that  the  ex¬ 
amining  committee  shall  be  registered  voters. 

Section  114  of  the  same  article  provides  that  the  board  of 
school  trustees  together  with  the  mayor  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
etc.,  but  gives  the  mayor  no  standing  in  the  board.  If  the 
mayor  is  to  be  associated  with  the  board  it  seems  to  me  that 
Section  105  should  be  changed  so  as  to  provide  that  the  mayor  of 
the  city  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  board. 

ftThe  provision  in  Section  121  limiting  the  tax  to  two  mills 
should  be  changed  to  read  three  mills. 

Section  130,  Article  XVI,  relating  to  compulsory  attendance, 
should  be  amended  bv  adding  subdivision  5,  providing  as  follows: 
“That  the  services  of  such  child  are  necessary  for  the  support  of 
the  family.” 

The  general  provisions  of  the  act  permit  a  majority  vote  at 
school  meetings  to  control.  In  regard  to  issuing  bonds  the  act 
requires  a  two-third  vote.  If  the  provisions  for  bonds  are  im¬ 
portant  as  I  think  they  are,  it  is  quite  necessary  that  the  act  be 
changed.  It  is  difficult  to  get  a  two-thirds  vote  for  any  measure, 
and  I  suggest  that  where  necessary  in  the  act  the  words  “two- 
thirds”  be  stricken  out,  and  the  word  “majority”  be  inserted. 

Section  133  repeals  the  act  approved  February  20th,  1880, 
and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof.  This  will  repeal  the  provisions 
of  Section  1934  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  1888, 
which  makes  an  appropriation  for  the  education  of  pupils  free  of 
charge  in  the  Normal  Department  of  the  Deseret  University. 

I  believe  this  generous  provision  has  been  productive  of 
good  results  and  think  it  should  be  retained.

Eon.  F.  S.  Richards,  President  of  the  Council; 

Sir — I  return  herewith  C.  F.  No.  34,  entitled,  “An  Act 
amending  Section  5274  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Utah  of 
1888,  relating  to  fugitives  from  justice.” 

I  see  no  objections  to  this  act  down  to  the  wordk  “terri¬ 
tory”  in  line  21.  The  remainder  of  the  act  should  be 
stricken  out.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  Section  2,  Article.  IV,  Congress  passed 
the  law  concerning  extradition  printed  on  page  65  of  the 
Compiled  Laws  of  Utah,  and  the  authority  to  demand  the 
return  of  fugitives  is  vested  in  the  executive  authority  of 
the  States  and  Territories,  without  limitation,  except  that  he 
must  present  to  the  executive  of  the  State  or  Territory  on 
which  the  demand  is  made,  the  evidence  of  crime  prescribed 
•  by  the  act.  The  provision  in  the  proposed  act  is  that  the 
Governor  shall  not  make  the  demand  unless  the  law  officer 
named  makes  a  certificate  that  there  is  cause.  This  divests 
the  Governor  of  the  prerogative  and  duty  conferred  and  im¬ 
posed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  act 
of  Congress,  and  leaves  him  powerless,  unless  the  law 
officer  concurs  in  its  exercise.  I  do  not  think  this  can  be 
done  by  the  Legislature  of  a  Territory.  In  practice  the 
Governor  consults  the  law  officer  in  such  cases,  but  it  is  for 
advice  and  not  control.  He  may  require  the  certificate  pro¬ 
vided  by  this  act  in  ordinary  cases,  but  he  has  a  power  to 
dispense  with  it  and  accept  other  evidence  equally  satisfac¬ 
tory  when  he  chooses.  This  provision  leaves  it  doubtful  as 
to  who  is  the  Governor  in  such  cases.  I  do  not  thiiik  it  was 
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the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  pass  an  act  susceptible  of 
such  a  construction  and.,  therefore,  suggest  that  it  be 
amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  “Territory”  in 
line  21.

Sir. — I  return  herewith  H.  F.  No.  72,  entitled  “An  Act 
to  provide  revenue  for  the  Territory  of  Utah  and  the  several 
counties  thereof.”  In  Section  2,  the  tax  on  both  real  and 
personal  property,  if  a  man  owns  both,  is  first  made  a  lien 
on  real  estate.  This  should  be  amended  to  leave  each  sub- 
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ject  to  its  own  lien  until  a  levy  is  made.  In  Section  3,  the 
description  of  real  property  is  too  indefinite.  The  words 
“referred  to”  should  be  changed  to  “described.”  It  also 
provides  for  giving  the  “approximate  area  in  a  sec¬ 
tion  or  other  legal  subdivision,”  and  also  the  township, 
range,  etc.  No  sale  or  conveyance  can  be  made  by  an  such 
indefinite  description. 

In  Section  11,  it  is  provided,  real  property  shall  be  sold 
first  for  all  taxes  of  the  delinquent  taxpayer,  and  it  only 
provides  for  a  sale  of  personal  property  when  the  taxpayer 
has  no  real  estate.  Personal  property  should  be  first  sold, 
at  least  for  the  tax  upon  it,  before  resorting  to  real  estate  ; 
if  personal  property  of  the  delinquent  can  be  found. 

The  second  subdivision  of  Sec.  12,  changes  the 
present  law,  and  only  allows  the  taxpayer  to  deduct  from 
credits,  debts  to  persons  in  this  Territory.  I  see  no  reason 
for  this,  and  it  should  be  changed  so  that  all  bonajide  debts 
should  be  deducted. 

In  Section  4  in  line  16,  after  the  word  “reduced”  insert 
the  words  “but  may  be  increased.”
